PONY EXPRESS RIDER 

By DONALD GEORGE 



'T^O carry on the work of the famous Pony 
Express required between 400 and 500 
horses, about 190 stations. 200 men for sta- 
tion keepers, and 83 riders. The riders made 
:i average ride of 33 1 3 miles. In doing this. 
;('h man rode 3 ponies on his part of the 
de. Some of the ridt-rs. however, rode much 
:(L'ater distances in times of emergency. 
The Pony Express carned messages written 
on tissue papc-r, weighing one-half an ounce. 
The charge for sending such a message was 
dollars. The weight to be carried by each 
iler was fixed at ten pqunds or less. Each 
■ .ier received a salary of about $125 a month 
T his services. 

When the Pony Express started. the amount 
business did nol cover one-tenth of ils 
\ penses. 

Two important events occurred during the 
' jny Express' t-xistonce. One was the carry- 
of Prosident Buchanan's last message to 
'•ngress in December, 1860. The trip from the 
hssouri River to Sacramento, a distance of 
::.000 miles, was made in a little over eight 
days. The othcr event was the carrying of 
President Lincoln's inaugural address of 
March 4. 1861. over the same routi. The time 
was seven days and seventeen hours. 

In 1R53 a group of men were discussing the 
length of time it would take to ride from 
Santa Fe, New Mexico to Independence, Mis- 
souri, a distance of 800 miles. F. X. Aubry, a 
French Canadian and a famous Santa Fe Trail 
rider, bet he could do it in eight days. The 
stakcs were &e{ at one thousand dollars. He 
rode all the way with no rest and changed 
horses every hundred or two hundred miles. 
He kcpt a lead horse by his side most of the 
time, and when the one he was ridmg gave 
out entirely, he changed the saddle to the 



extra horse, left the horse he had been riding, 
and went on agaln at full speed. He did it in 
five days and thirteen hours. No wonder they 
named a Missouri steamer for him, F. X. 
Anhrxi. which bore on her hurricane deck the 
figurc of a man on horseback ridmg at full 
speed! 

The lighter the Pony Express rider, the 
bettcr. Jay G. Kelly weighed one hundred 
pounds when he carried the mails. Years later, 
when he talked about his adventures. he 
tippcd the scales at two hundred thirty 
pounds. I think it best to let him tell you his 
story in his own language: 

"Yes. I was a Pony Express rider in 1860. 
and w-ent out with Roberts, one of the best 
men that ever lived. and I tell you it was no 
picnic, No amount of money could tempt me 
to repeat my experiences of those days. To 
bt gin With. we had to buiM wiilow roads. cor- 
duroy fashion, across many piaces along the 
Carson River, carrying bundles of willows two 
and three hundred yards in our arms. while 
the air was thick with mosquitoes. 

Arriving at the Sink of the Carson River, 
we began lo build a fort to protect us from 
the Indiana. There were no rocks or logs in 
that vicinlty, so we built the fort of adobes. 
made from the mud on the shores of the lak*. 
To mix this mud and get the proper consist- 
ency to mold into adobes (drled bricks) we 
tramped around all day tn It In our bare feet. 
We did this for a week or more, so you can 
Imagine the condition of our feet. They were 
very swollen. and looked likc hams. Before 
that time I wore number six boots, but ever 
since then number nine fit me snugly. 

We next built a fort of stone at Sand 
Springs, twenty-flve miles from Carson Lake, 
and another at Cold Springs, thirty-seveo

miles east of Sand Springs. At Sand' Springs 
I was assigned to duty as assistant station- 
keeper, under Jim McNaughton. The war 
against the Piute Indians was then at its 
height. and we were in the tniddle of the 
Piute country, which made it necessary for 
us to stand guard night and dav. The Indians 
were often seen skulking around, but none of 
them ever came near enough for us to get a 
shot at them, 'til one dark night, when I was 
on guard. I noticed one of our horses prick up 
his ears and stare. I looked in the direction 
indicated and saw an Indian s head projecting 
above the wall. 

My instructions were to shoot if I saw aji 
Indian within shooting distance, as that woutd 
wake the boys quicker than an>-thing else; so 
I fired and missed my man. 

Later on we saw the Indian campfires on 
the mountain. and in the morning saw many 
tracks. Thcy evidently intended to stampt-de 
our horses and if necessary. kill us. Thé ru xt 
day one of our riders, a Mexican, rode into 
camp With a bullet hole through him from the 
left to the right side. Hp was shot by Indians 
while coming dowji Edwards Creck, in the 
Quakenasp bottom. He to»d us this as we as- 
sisted him off his horse. He was tenderly 
cared for. but died before *urgical aid could 
reach him. 

Since I was the lightest man at the station. 
I was ordered to take the Mexican's plare on 
the route. My weight was then one hundred 
pounds. Two davs after taking the route. on 
my return trip. I had to ride through the 
forest of Quakenasp trees where the Mexican 
had been shot. A trail had been cut through 
these little trees, just wide enough to allow 
horse and rider to pass. The road was erooked 
and the low branches came together from 
either side — just above my head when mount- 
ed— so it was impossible to see more than ten 
or fifteen yards ahead. The trail was two 
miles long. 

I expected to have trouble, and prepared for 
Jt by dropping my bridle reins on the neck of 



my horse and putting my Sharp's rifle at fuU 
cock. I kept both spurs into the flanks, and 
my horse went through that forest like a 
streak of greased lightning. 

At the top of the hi!l I dismounted to rest 
my horse, and looking back, saw the bushes 
moving in sevcral piaces, There were no cattle 
or game in that virinity. so I knew the movp- 
ments must be caused by Indians. I was more 
positive of it when, after firing several shots 
at the moving bushes. all agitation ceased. 

There were other close calls. One day I 
trotted into Sand Springs, hot and covercd 
With dust. Before reaching the station. I saw 
several men runniag toward me. carrying 
rifles. 1 supposed they took me for an Indian, 
so I stopped and threw up my hånds. It 
seemed they had a spy-glass in camp. and 
recognizing me. had come to the conclusion I 
was being run in by Piutes and were coming 
to my rescue. 

Korne of the boys had several fights with 
Indians, but they did not trouble us as much 
as we expected. I only met them once face to 
face. I was rounding a bend in the mountains. 
and before I knew it. was in a camp of Piute 
Indians. Buffalo Jim. the chief, came toward 
me. He spoke good English and when within 
ten yards of me, I told him to stop. He did 
and told me he wanted tobac (tobacco). I gave 
him half of mine, but the old fellow wanted it 
all. and I finally refused to give him any more, 
He then took another step toward me. sayinj 
that he wanted to look at my gun. I pulled t 
gun out of the saddle-hock and again told hi 
to stop. He evidently saw that I meant bu 
ness. for, with a wave of his hand. he sai 
*AI1 right, you pooty good boy. You go.' I d 
not need a second order, and quickly as po 
sible rode out of their presence. looking bac 
however, as long as they were in sight an 
keeping mv rifle handy.'* 

Today tne Pony Express is only a weste 
memory, but the spirit of those early ride 
will live forever.
